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PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES\OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL. KNOW

MAJOR GEO. 8. MURPHY, SHERIFF OF EAST ASSINIBOIA 
Mr.:’George B. Murphy has been for thirty-one years and 
still is the sheriff of the’ East Assiniboia Judicial District. There’ 
may be some one who has held undisturbed possession of the 
same public office in the West for as long a period, but: the 
Writer is not’ acquainted with him, and’ he believes Mr. ‘Murphy 
to be the senior of all public officials from Manitoba to the 
Rockies. ' He is the dean of the official faculty of Western 
Canada and further, he is a man of whom the West may, not 
without, reason be proud, “Ever sinée the appointment he has 
resided at Moosomin, the headquarters of’ his judicial district, 
and whethtr as sheriff or citizen, no one has stood or stands 
today, higher in the esteem of his fellow townsmen. 

Sheriff Murphy was born at Renfrew, Ontario, but he was 
raised in the village of Portage du Fort, Quebec, on the Ottawa 
River. In 1882, when he was iwenty-five years of age he came 
West with a survey party, headed by Mr. S, L. Brabazon, D.L.S., 
who belonged to Portage du Fort, After getting through as 
chainman he went to Qu'Appelle Station on the C.P.R. railway 
and took up a homestead so that he is one of the pioneer home- 
steaders of Saskatchewan. He joined the firm of Milliken & 
Co., as a partner im the hardware and harness business and was 
so erigaged when the half-breed rebellion of 1885 broke out. 


Transport Officers in the Rebellion 


Farmers left their homesteads in numbers with their ox or 
horse ‘teams and: lumber wagons and placed themsélves at the 
disposal of the authorities. Ox teams were decidedly in the 
ascendant, The country was well stocked with Indian ponies 
but draft horses were scarce. Hence we_find that a farmer-got 
five dollars, day only for himself, an ox team and wagon, but 
a man with a decent team of horses got double that amount. 
G. B. Murphy went to the front with Colonel (now General) 


Otter, as chief transport officer. He directed the freighting of - 


supplies from Swift Current to Battleford, reporting to the Col- 
onel every evening at seven o'clock, and no division was better 
\ served by its transport than Colonel Otter’s was under the watch- 
ful eye and unceasing vigilance of G. B. Murphy. The story 
of Mr. Murphy's services would be really a of the history 
of the rebellion, and this notice is not the place to refer to them 
in detail, but one incident may be recorded, for Mr. Murphy 
was the first man really to receive the submission of the- chief 
Poundmaker, the Indian fighter of the Cut Knife affair. 


+. Powndmaker’s Subthission _ 


A 
One evening Transport Officer Murphy, to use his own 
words, was “poking around” the old Hudson's Bay fort at 
Battleford, whefi'a man came up to him carrying a flag of truce 
and gave him a paper which proved to be Poundmaker's written 
surrender,, The bearer of the paper and flag was a French priest, 
who had been one of Poundmaker's prisoners, and Poundmaker + 


had sent him ahead as a messenger with his submission. Pound- . 


maker had a son-in-law, an Englishman named Jefferson, who 
had married Poundmaker’s daughter according to the Indian 
rite, and the document was in Jefferson's handwriting. Trans- 
port Officer Murphy read the document and while the priest 
stood by with his flag, he told him to take it over to Colonel 
Otter and showed him where the Colonel's tent was. Ad 
Appointed Sheriff : 5 4 
_ After the rebellion Mr. Murphy continued in business at 
Qu’Appelle. Station—which, by the way, was originally known 
as Troy—till in, 1889 he was appointed Sheriff of East Assini-— 
boia. Although the district was not formed till 1887 he was 
the third sheriff. -Till the-Territories were formed into judicial 
districts under the Supreme Court of Canada, justice: was ad- 
, ministered by stipéndiary magistrates and there was only one 
sheriff for the whole of the Territories, all the sheriffs being 
simply his deputies. Now each judicial district has its own 
sheriff... The first regularly appinted sheriff of East Assiniboia 
was Charles Marshallsay of Whitewood, a member of the old 
North West Council. Mr. Marshallsay only sexved somé six. 
months when he died, much regretted, of typhoid fever. Mr, 
Marshallsay was succeeded by Mr. George Anderson, a Scotch- 
‘man, who had settled in the Grenfell country. Mr. Anderson 
soon took a notion to go to Argentina in South America, The 
country seemed’ to suit him, ‘and he never came back but re- 
mained there where it is reported that he became a regular Don. 
When it became reported that East Assiniboia had lost its sec- 
ond sheriff for good, the vacancy was filled by the appointment 
of Mr. G. B. Murphy who, as before stated, has held the position 
ever since. At that time the only railroad in the district, and 
it may be said in the Territories, was the main line of the C.P.R. 
The places at which court was held by Judge Wetmore were 
Yorkton or Saltcoats in the north; Carnduff and Estevan, and 
for a time Oxbow in the south, and Wolseley, Grenfell, White- 
wood and Moosomin on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. In the early days the distant points north and south 
were reached by trails, some of them none too good, On: these 
expeditions made in the interests of justice,by Judge Wetmore, 
Public Prosecutor White, Q.C., and Sheriff Murphy.

-R. S. Lake belongs to gne of those families of the British, 
the members of which’ seem to naturally gravitate into the ser- 
vice of their country.. His father was a Colonel in the British 
army, who had seen mtich service, and his elder brother, Sir 
Percy Lake, has had a distingyished career in Canada and was 

sat one time in charge of the British forces in Mesopotamia. Indeed 
it is said that it was his excellent organization, and work which 
,made the successes of Generals Allenby and Maude possible.. 


R. S. Lake was bron sixty years ago next week, in Eng-

One has only té-see how 
well wild raspberries flourish in some of the ravines in the 
Qu’Appelle Valley to realise what can be done in this respect 
by careful cultivation. 


ANOTHER EMPIRE BUILDER 


A few weeks ago the earthly remains of Leander Starr 
Jamieson were laid to rest in that matchless mausoleum of the 
great dead, the Motoppo hills in Matabele land.’ Jamieson lies 
beside his great friend and fellow worker, Cecil Rhodes, who, 
in fact, chose that sepulchre. 


“Dr. Jim," as he was called was one of these Scotchmen 
who ‘have contributed in no small degree to the might and ex- 
tension of the British Empire. He was an Edinburgh boy but 
studied medicine at the University College in London. He early 
achieved success as a surgeon in London but his health broke 
down from overwork in 1878 and he went to South Africa. 

He settled in practice at Kimberley where hé attained a 
great reputation as a medical_man. It was at this time he met 
Cecil Rhodes and formed the friendship which lasted until. the 
death of that Empire builder. At ‘that time Lobengula, the 
Matabele chief, was a great potentate. Rhodes desired to obtain 
certain concessions from him, which he refused. Suffering from 
some sickness or other he had consulted “Dr. Jim,” 
afforded him great relief. The natiye potentate put more faith 
in this Scottish physician than he did in all the government offi- 
cials put together. 


Cecil Rhodes induced Jamieson at that time to abandon his 


‘practice and unite his fortunes with him. Dr.. Jamieson’ was 
enabled to induce Lobengula to grant the concessions which re- 
sulted in the formation of the British-South Africa Company and 


when the company proceeded to open up Mashona land, Jamie- ~ 


son joined the pioneer expedition of 1890.- 

In 1895 the operations of Rhodes and his associates were 
considerably hampered by the hostility of Kruger and the Boers. 
British subjects were being treated with great injustice in the 
Transvaal—they were paying almost the total taxes of the coun- 
try and were practically disenfranchised. 


The British and American interests in Johannesburg were 


being menaced and the subjects of these countries made up their 
minds to endeavor to obtain control of the country.” Accord- 
ingly, on the, last day of the year of 1895 the world was startled 
to learn that Dr. Jamieson at the head of 600 men had made 
an armed invasion of the Transvaal in support of a contemplated 
rising in Johannesburg. They were surrounded by a vastly sup-, 
erior force of Boers under General Joubert and forced to sur- 
“render. , 


Dr. Jaimieson has been adversely eis for te, raid 

but there is no doubt that i in making it he was actuated not only 
’ by a’ desire to assist the policy of the company which he, repre- 
sented, but in the interests of freedom, 

He was one of the executors of the will of Cecil Rhodes, 
and later was Prime Minister of Cape Colony. 

He was the idol of South | Africa and his name in that coun- 
try has always been one to conjure with. He is perhaps the last 
of the men whose Imperial work in South Africa ' won fame for 
themselves and dominion for the Empire,

INTOLERABLE CONDITIONS IN IRELAND 


The situation in Ireland appears to be going fem bad to 
worse. 

Last week saw fighting in the streets of pene oe By which 
has given the world some suggestion of what may be expected 
when the two strong elements in Ireland get at grips with each 
other. The forces of the Nationalists and Unionists have been 
virtually .waging civil war in the streets of the Ulster city. To 
the outsider the situation seems incredible and there appears to 
be a fatuity about the British policy of dealing with the disturbed 
conditions almost unbelieveable. There may, however, be mat- 
ters of policy which we in Canada do not understand, but it is 
an extraordinary condition when rival sections of the populace 
should be allowed fo fly a? each other's throats; disrupt the 
peace of the country and engage in armed warfare, when there 
are plenty of military available. Is it that the government in Lon- 
don is afraid to offend radical or religious prejudice; or is it 
that they are simply incompetent to handle the situation? 

People of the United Kingdom and the British Empire can- 
not be expected to submit to this state of affairs tamely for a 
much longer period. 

The strange thing about the whole question is ‘that almost 
every Irishman has a different explanation for it. The Unionist 
tells you that the Nationalists are too tenderly handled, and the 
Nationalists themselves will rail against the oppression and 
tyranny of England. It was thought, when the war was over 
that the British government, when given a reasonable time, 
would settle the Irish question, It is a great sight further from 
being settled now than it was when the was signed,

Act) from time 
to time set apart any portion of 
the said Territories as and for a 
judicial district." All the court of 
Queen's Bench the Territory had 
was Manitoba. The Act provided 
that any Manitoba judge could 
try certain cases with a stipendiary 
magistrate sitting with him, or a 
jury as the case might be. This 
was in 1876, the stipendiaries are 
found exercising practically the 
functions of communal judges for 


in 1886 Mr. Justice Roulewu tried 
Garnett, the stage robber, with a 
jury, Dr. Dodd of Regina sitting 
with him as an associate justice of 
the peace; and the sentence of the 
court was fourteen years’ penal 
servitude. Legislation was passed 


in 1886 by the Parliament of Can-}- 


ada under which in 1887 the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council pro- 
claimed five judicial districts each 
under a Supreme Court. judge. 
Stipendiary magistrates and all 
lawyers of ten years’ standing 
were cligible as. Supreme. Court 
judges. Stipendiary agistrate | 
Ryan had resigned and his place 
had been filled by Mr. Rouleau. 
Colonel Richardson, Mr. Rouleau 
and Colonel J. F. McLeod were 
elevated to the bench, and two 
eastern lawyers were added ,to 
make up the requisite five.

NOTED. CANADIAN 
DEAD

Sir Adoplhe Routhier, 
judge of the vice-admiralty 
court, a noted jurist and 
author of “O Canada," died 
last Monday at his home at 
St. Irenee Les Bains, in the 
city of Quebec. Sir Adolphe 
Routhier was 81 years of age 
having -been’born‘at S. Pla- 
“cide, Quebec; May 8, 1839, 
He ‘studied law at Laval uni- 
versity, was called to \the 
Quebec bar in 1861 and'be- 
came a KC. in 1873. He was 
appointed puisne’ judge of 
the superior court in 1872 
‘and chief justicé in 1904, re- 
signing in 1906, but remain- 
ing-a member of the admir- 
alty court. He was a noted 
writer on Biblical matters. 

The late Sir Adolphe twice 
declined the lieutenant gov- 
ernorship of ‘the northwest 
territories in 1897. He was 
president of the Royal So- 
ciety of Canada in 1915. 
He received knighthood 
from King George atthe 
coronation in 1911, and was 
created by the pope a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of 
St. Gregory the Great. He 
married in 1862, Miss Marie 
Mondelet, daughter of J. C. 
Mondelet, of Montreal. The 
late judge is survived by two 
daughters and one son.
